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IF SCIEINTISTS ever suceeed fn 
producing identical, perfect 
human beings in thelr 
laboratories, the Weceld Ztontat 
Organization and the Jewish 
Agency would probably become 
regular customers for a few dozen 
a year. 

Among the qualities they would 
order are high intelligence, a 
broad Jewish education and deep 
understanding of tradition, fluen- 
cy In a foreign language, 
organizational ability, patience, 
an Interest In people, concern for 
detall, and ideallam that inaptres 
others. 

These perfect specimens would 
then be rounded up and sent on a 
speclat course for a few months, 
prior to being dispatched abroad 
as allya shiihim. But until such a 
breakthrough in human engineer- 
ing occurs, aliya emissaries will 
continue to have only some of the 

' desired qualities. 

: From time to time, when allya 
from the West slumps dramatical- 
ly, arguments erupt over what 
kind of people should be hired aa 
shlihim and how they can be 
found. The controversy last flared 
up six weeks ago, when 10 
emissary candidates in the final 

ξ slage of proparation were re- 
i jected by the Agency's shithim 
: committee a few weeks before 


ae they were supposed to leave.

: os eventually permitted to go after 
appealing their cases to a special 
body of the Agency Executive. A 
new tender waa {saued last month 
for additional candidates to be 
trained for service in areas where 
the absence of emissartes ia 
severely felt. 

Yet, although the immediate 
crisis has passed, the resultant 
publicity has lowered the image of 
the shalfah by another notch both 
here and abroad and caused 
qualifiod candidates to think twice 
about bothering to apply. 


SHMUEL LAHIS, the new 
director-general of the Agency and 
the WZO, who chaired the 
emissary committee that rejected 
the 10 candidates, regrets the in- 
convenience and bad publielty 
that resulted from the Incident, 
but adds that their elimination 
was unavoldable. “It would have 
been a’ tragedy if unqualified 
shithim were sent abroad for two 
or three years," he says. 
The job of the allya emissary 
has changed in.recent years, 80" 
cording to Lahis, ‘After the Six 
Day War, Jews in the Weat stood 
in line outside omissary offices, 
and the shiihim had to be exparts 
in processing them. But since the 
Yoni Kippur War, potential olim 
are much fewer’ in number, Now 
the shaliah must specialize ‘in 
promoting aliya.” 3 a 
A secretary, a social worker or 
a gterk ahould interview 
applicants, Lahis continues. They 
can be locals — not Israclia — who 
speak the potential immigrant's 
laiguage.

Choosing the choset 


What makes a good shaliah? What criteria should be used to select an aliya emissary? 
Jerusalem Post reporter JUDY SIEGEL talks with several Jewish Agency officials and current and fo 
about the criteria and the process of picking the people who are to deal with potential immigrants.

The allya emissaries’ com- 
mittee, which turned down the 10, 
had until this year never looked at 
the candidates’ files. ‘They Just 
looked at technical matters, 
sometimes turning dawn au 
emissary with five children 
because {t would be too expenalve 
for the Agency to support them 
all,’’ Dominitz notes, ‘They never 
rejected so many candidates 
wholesale on the grounda that 
they were not qualified." 


TO LAHIS'S criteria for ἃ good 


‘ shaliah, former emissary Eliezer 


Krol] adds a few more: if he goes 
to the U.8., for example, he muat 
know the American Jewish com- 
munity, [ts organizational setup 
and where the power ts, before he 
gets there. If you don't know 
whieh organizations van help you, 
you can waste a lot of thine. 

The emissary must algo be sen- 
sitive to nuances of language. “An 
exceptional child," says Kroil, "ia 
understood In America to he a 
handicapped one, not a genius.” 
One candidate who said he was a 
"Sabbath observer" was revealed 
after Kroll's close queationing to 
be a Seventh Day Adventist. 

The American-born Kroll, who 
came on aliya in 1949, has a 
wealth of experience tn allya and 
absorption. For two-and-a-half 
years, he was a shaliah based in 
New York City and also responsi- 
ble for Washington, Baltimore 
and upstate New York. 

After heading the North 
America desk of the aliya depart- 
ment for several years, Kroll was 
sent as an emissary to Miami, 
where he covered four south- 
eastern states that together com- 
prised an area the aize of Western 
Europe. He now directs the 
Mevasseret Zion absorption cen- 
tre near Jerusalem. 

Although women can be at least 
a8 good shklikim as men, Kroll 
says, it is more difficult for them 
if they are married and have 
children. Emissaries who are not 
based in regional headquarters 
where there is more than one 
emissary must travel away from 
home about 30 per cent of the 
month. And singles — whether 
male or female — aren't gencrally 
very good at dealing with im- 
migrant families. 

Kroll agrees with Dominitz that 
clerks cannot take the place of 
emissaries in processing can- 
didates. “A shaliah must lead a 
potential oleh along from one 
stage to another, from the time 
they aro first turned on to the 
idea until they leave for the alr- 
port and even after they settle." 

“Flying shiihim'" — former 
olim who go to thelr country of 
origin for a month or two to 
promote allya — do very good 
work, according to Kroll. But they 
can't be expected to do the ongo- 
ing promotion work, he adds. 

Neither tenders nor hunts for 
shUhim in universities 15 the best 
way to find good emissarles, Kroll 
declares. ‘'Woe must develop a 
cadre of idealiatic and caring 
people." A good shaliah should be 
sent more than once, and he 
should: know that there are 
career possibilities in aliya and 
absorption ahead of him — 
perhaps as the director of an ab- 
sorption centre or a regional of- 
fice of the Absorption Ministry. 


JONATHAN DAVIS, at 29 the 
youngest aliya emissary ih the 
U.8., comies close to being the 
ideal shaliahk, according to his 
superiors and his colleagues, as 
wall as his "customers." ;

ONE OF HIS ideas that is now be- 
ing copied by other emissaries 18 
the preparation of a “new olim 
directory."' Some 300 Immigrants 
from the Boston area (this ‘beat’ 
Includes the 360,000 Jews of New 
England) are listed in a printed 
manual. Ninety of them reapond- 
ed to Davis's postcards and have 
volunteered to ‘“‘adopt"’ new olim 
who come from the Boston region. 

“What we need is 20 or 30 
landsmanschaften clubs, each 
representing a certain area in the 
U.S8., established within the 
Association of Americans and 
Canadians in Israel.'’ Each 
volunteer would forge direct con- 
tacts with olim arriving from the 
specific area inthe U.S. and help 
the ‘'greenhorns'’ through 
customs, through the housing 
mess ‘and beyond the 
bureaucracy. He would invite the 
newcomer for Shabbat meals and 
maintain the friendship as long as 
porsible. 

Of a dozen new olim in the 
Jerusalem area surveyed at ran- 
dom recently by this reporter, 
only two thought a clerk or a 
social worker should be allowed to 
handle processing. All the others 
decided to come on aliya In- 
dependently and needed the 
omissary for detailed briétings 
and information. — 

As for their ovaluations of the 
vhlihim who sent them on their 
way, moat were given an “ade: 
quate" to “good"’ grade, with four 
given ‘very good"’ to excellent." 
Nearly all agreed that a former 
olch Is the best person to sell 
aliya. 

But the eventual success of 
allya, according to most of those 
questioned, depends on both the 
flexibility of the immigrant and 
the sincere desire of Israel to ab- 
sorb him. All pointed in bitterness 
to the fights between the Agency 
and the Absorption Ministry for 
control of absorption, and to the 
“political” appointments of some 
of the officials in charge. Unless 
the promises and commitments 
made In all slnaerity in the WZO 
allya office are honoured in 
Tsrael, they asserted, the 
emissariea’ efforts will turn into a 
round-trip ticket, and olim who 
don't make {ft will harbour 
bitterness and disappointment for 
years. } Ὁ 
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“1 really don’t know. Maybe it’s somewhere near 
Australia?” was the answer given by a Jewish pupil 
in the 10th grade of a junior high school in Connac- 
ticut, U.S.A., when asked the question recently by 
Jerusalem Post reporter Judy Siegel. 


We don’t know if this single example really reflects 
the understanding of young people around and 
about.

Until his angry resignation four 
months ago as the clyilian head of 
the Defence Minlatry's physical 
planning branch, Gdor had been 
ul the cutting edge of settlement 
bevond the “green line."

Gdor symbolizes the bifsuist -— 
the man in the Held who gave fleah 
and often Inspiration to the 
decisions of the political 
authoritlea on settlement policy. 
His background, like that of many 
of his colleagues, {a liberal teft 
and he is uncomfortable when he 
finds himself marching in the 
same direction as Gush Emunim. 
He aces his philosophy of dynamic 
Zlonism as distinct fram the 
Gusgh's Messianic Zloniam. 

The debate between Isracl and 
Egypt over northeast Sinal, anys 
Gdor, was anticipated by the 
profcgaional plannérs who shaped 
their pinn 80. as to make it as ac: 
eeptable to Egypt os passtbie, "In 
those years (carly 1070s} we were 
all drunk -- we didn't [ἢ our worst 
dreama think we would be pulling 
back. Novertheless, we planned 
far the possibility.” Gdor headed 
ἢ team sect up in 1971 after then 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
asked for plans for the Gaza Strip 
and northeast Sinai. 

The initial directives, according 
to Gdor, concerned only develop: 
ment and resettlement plans for 
Arabs, particularly refugees, and 
did not anticipate Jewish settle- 
ment jn the area (Gdor's version 
18 disputed by other settlement of- 
{iclals}. Neverthcless, he says, 
the team recommended that 
Jewish settlement be carried out 
with two strategic objectives — to 
separate Sinai from the Gaza 
Strip and to split the Arab concen- 
trations within the Strip itself. 

“It took two months to convince 
Dayan that Yamit was 
desirable,"' he says, 

A debate developed over the site 
of the proposed urban centre — 
today's Yamit — that would 
anchor the northern Sinai wedge 
of settlements. Some wanted it 
near Z} Arish. Others wanted it 
near Raflah, closer to the pre-1967 
border, .

WITH THE proliferation of 
Chinese reatauranta in the capita), 
it was inevitable that at least one 
such cating place should appear in 
East Jerusaiem. The apot !a Sin- 
bad, opposite Herod's Gate, which 
only a short time ago specialized 
in Swisa culsine. 

Like most of the new Chinese 
reataurants, it has kept its old 
decor, adding a few lanterns for 
exotic colour. The atmosphere is 
pleasant and inviting, and the 
restaurant was comfortably filled 
with cheerful people on the even- 
ing we went. 

We opened our meal by trying, 
for the first time, a dish known ag 
"Chincso salad." This consisted 
primarily of strips of carrot and 
radish marinated in a rather 
sweet sauce. Had 1 not known the 
origin of the dish, 1 would have 
guessed that 1 came from 
Bastern or Central Europe. 

‘There was no mistaking the 
soup, however. My companlon‘s 
wontons floated in a rich 
vegetable broth. My own hot and 
sour soup, more hot than sour, 
was generously endowed with 
strips of meat and cabbage, as 
well as a beaten egg. 

As usual, my companion dis- 
dained to order anything so mun- 
dane 88 an egg roll, and then 
proceeded to eat half of mine,

BY FAR the hest course of the 
meal waa the acafood dish with 
ehlli sauce. This was a prepara- 
tion to shake anyone out of his 
lassltude, sprinkled aa it was with 
chill peppers, in addition to an 
Impressive array of Chinese 
vegetables. Not just hot, it was 
also well-seasoned. 

The crispy duck, on the other 
hand, was a disappointment. 
Fried in a batter that secmed to 
have soaked up much of the cook- 
ing oll, the bird was chewy rather 
than crisp, and not particularly 
tasty. Perhaps duck ja considered 
good this way in some part of 
China, but i¢ it la, I'd rather not try 
it there. 

Having been told that desserts 
are not part of an authentic 
Chinese meal, 1 did not ordor any. 
But I did try a bit of my com- 
panion's fried pineapplo, which 
had been very liberally doused in 
alcoho] and set alight. The 
Chinese green tea, which we 
drank throughout the meal, was 
excellent. 

The bill came to 11.287. 


I HAVE been informed that my 
companion is in fact right about egg 


cookbooks, I inevitably end up 
with either a thick, lumpy meses or 
thin, sticky scraps. If you have a 
local store that sells the dough 
ready-made, I'd advise you to use 
that. Otherwise, I would suggest 
using your favourite blintz or 
crepe recipe for the wrappers. If 
you use a large crepe pan, you can 
cut each pancake into four very 


rolis. They are far more popular 
among Occidentals than among 
the Chinese themselves. On the 
other hand, when they are well 
made, they are truly delicious, so 
why should we Westerners 
deprive ourselves of them?

Explaining Tamar Getter 


MEIR RONNEN 


TAMAR GETTER, at 25, ia aurely the 
youngest Israeli artist ever to be ac- 
corded a one-man, or rather one- 
wuman, show at the Ierac] Museum, 
albelt oul in the Billy Rose pavilion, 
the Museum's venue for experiniental 
art and the site of shows by othera of 
her generation, like Nahum Tevet. A 
atudent at Tel Aviv University (the 
catalogue doeg not tell us of what), she 
sludied for two yeara with Raffi Lavie 
and had exhibited with him and othera 
of his school. 

Like Lavte, Getter combines 
photographs with painted areas and, 
like him, [8 greatly intercated in the in- 
teraction between the two disparate 
elements. But there the resemblance 
ends. Lavic uses colour reproductions 
and abatract impreasioniat writing"; 
Getter has already cvolved her own 
distinetive method of combining, In 
this large series of works, black-and- 
white photographs enlarged from a 
video screen, with broud areas of low- 
key blackbonrd paint, drawn over 
with white chalk. 

While Lavio‘s work 18 rendily 
accesaible because it communicates 
in purely visual terms, Gotter's 
returns to what art wag once all about: 
telling a story or Inducing a reaction 
by combining certain familiar sym- 

ls. 


IN THIS series she contrasts chalk- 
drawn elevations and perspectives of 
the historical courtyard at Tel Hal 
(alte of Trumpeldor’s death during an 
attack by an Arab gang) with photos 
of Renaissance architecture, outline 
drawings of antique casts or 
acarecrow symbols, or simply with 
arbitrarily-chosen TV photographs.

values. The blackboard greens ond 
near-blacke, contrasted with the white 
line drawing the textured photographa 
and an occasional ewathe of acid 
yelluw, are distinctly her own. 

In the end, It 15 only these formal 
elements that retain one’s attention or 
excile adiniration, ‘particularly 
“Garland,” a purely minimalist work 
that locka the story element, 
Elsewhere. one fecls disappointed by 
the crude tranalations of Piero della 
Francerca and the badly drawn 
acarecrows. 

A Mugeum presa release claima that 
Getter “achieves an element of both 
irony and demyatification.” I certain- 
ly doubt the latter. If anything, her 
work will only myatify those who have 
not troubled to find the time to study 
the written parameters. Tel Hail has 
heen demyatified elsewhere, not by 
Getter, but by akilled historians, 


NEVERTHELESS, this Is a quite 
original show by ἃ young Isrnell of 
great promias. it derorved a better 
catalogue, As usual, the catalogue ta 
well illustrated und contains little in- 
formation. The brief, incomplete 
biographical note js not translated into 
English. 

The same might be sald of the unat- 
tributed interview with the artist, 
which has been rendered in Pingllsh. 

{πᾶν the fecling that for years now, 
the curators of the Israel Museum 
have been serving only the artlata and 
the art community; they don't scem lo 
give a damn for the general public. 
Pasting up the interview from the 
catalogue in the Billy Rose Pavilion 
will not serve to help the public or the 
visiting tourist to understand what 
Getter is about. Ultimately, this does 
not serve Getter either, or even the 
cuuse of now art, In which the curators 
themselves have a vested interest,

Over the years one would learn 
that they had been waylaid en 
route — and never seen or heard 
of again. Naturally, I am anti- 
stavery myself. The plot of Ashan- 
4, although dramatized of course, 
is quite feasible. Other forms of 
slavery also exist in Africa — 
there are entire tribes like the 
Bantu, who are slaves of other 
tribes, like the Watusi."* 

Holden, in his day one of the 
screen's greatest heart-throbs, aa 
cowboy, soldler and adventurer, 
18 still ruggedly handsome at 60. 
His most recent appearance was 
as a TV newsman in Network, The 
deep lines etching his face testify 
to a life spent largely in the open, 
in keeping with his love of travel, 
nature, the bush, and the Orient. 


AS AN interviewee, at the King 
David Hotel in Jerusalem, he 
proved to be relaxed, well- 
Informed and forthcoming, Before 
we met for a mid-morning ap- 
pointment he and hia constant 
companion, Stephanie Powers 
(star of Washington Behind Clos- 
ed Doors) had already “popped 
down" to the Dead Sea for on ear- 
ly morning swim, He wan here for 
a private visit, purely as a tourlat,

arouse my curiosity. That sets off

perienced and to give greater 
depth, The firat time I found the 


Play “an old African hand who 
was aino a helicopter pilot." The 
reat of the cast atruck him as be- 
ing ‘good company for a gucet 
appearance” and the part Itself 
seemed idoally sulted to his own 
personal background. He used to 
be a qualified pilot, though he waa 
forced to give up hia licence when 
his insurance rates became exor- 
hitant. 


IT IS TRUE, he said, that Sunset 
Boulevard is still hia favourite 
film. ‘'It was unique, a big change 
in a career sense, definitely a turn- 
ing point, and it received a great 
deal of acclaim. Also, after a five- 
year interruption in my career on 
active service in the war, it 
relnatated me in Hollywood." 

Holden 1s a big enough, and 
modest enough star to admit that 
the ratio of good films he has 
made Is one out of every eight or 
10. “And about one In 20 Is 
outstanding. Lots of films I made 
simply provided employment for 
people in the film industry, and 
profita for their backers, We ac- 
tors like to think of film-making as 
an art business. The cinema 
owners call it a business art. The 
running time of many flims fs not 
geared to artistic criteria but to 
whether the audience can be 
changed twice nightly, or three 
times, thereby increasing sales on 
popcorn. I'm not being cynical: it 
{s a fact that, In the U.8. last year, 
the cinema concession stands 
made larger profits than the box 
offices, 

We turned to the subject of 
Network, in which he starred with 
Faye Dunaway and the late Peter 
Finch. Holden worked for a time 
as ἃ news reporter in Hong Kong. 
“Therefore I could sympathize 
with the network newsmen who 
felt their integrity was going down 
the drain," he sald. "I think a lot 
of what happened in Network is 
atlll going on in the U.S, I feel very 
strongly that the networks should 
themselves subsidize unbiased 
news reports, and sometimes 
forget their commercial interests. 
By the time you ase the New York 
newa on tha West Coast it is 
already three hours old, As for the 
small local stations — their 
coverage ia appalling, ignoring 
the world scene entirely.'* 


I HAD bsen warned in advance 
that, unlike the congenial Bill 
Holden, Rex Harrison dislikes in- 
terviewa and can be highly 
temperamental. On the morning 
of our interview I found the 70- 
year-old actor to be the perfect 
English gentleman in every 
respect, as charming, cordial and 
. Courteaus ag the characters he 
usually portrays, with no trace of 
the peppery pedantic Professor 
Higgins in My Fair Lady. 
Naturally, we discussed the 
weather firat.

“I waa delighted to have 
the chance of coming to Iarael — 
ao many of my friends have been 
raving about the country for 
years, and trying to persuade me 
to come here. As a film location 
country, it is of course 
marvellousiy convenient to have 
such wonderful desert locations so 
close to the big centres." He 
revealed that Mercia Tinker, who 
was accompanying him, and is 
soon to become his sixth wife, has 
been here often and haa many 
Israeli friends. 

Harrison's most recent film, 
Shalimar, was shot last year in 
southern India. In it he played an 
Englishman — naturally — who 
waa the greatest jewel thief in the 
world. "It waa a kind of Topkapi 
spoof,”’ he said, “I enjoy minor 
roles like that, and the one I play 
In Ashanti — they are usctful for 
secing parts of the world I have 
never been to before — and even 
getting paid at the same time. 
Naturally, over the years, 1 have 
been able to become more gelec- 
tive about tho parta I accept. But 
basically I like working, and enjoy 
the minor roles away from home 
as pleasant interludes between 
harder, more serious work." 


T ASKED HIM whether, during his 
acting career which began in the 
West End in 1924 (his first notable 
success was in Terence Rattigan's 
French Without Teara in 1936), he 
ever played a part in which he was 
not a true Englishman. The 
answer was predictable: 'Never. 
Adopting accents is just not my 
forte. I leave that to people like 
my friend Ustinov. Naturally, my 
favourite parts Include an ela- 
ment of sophisticated comedy.'' 

He said he was happy to be 
working again in Ashanti with 
director Richard Fleischer, whom 
he knows well from two other 
fllms: Doctor Dooliile and The 
Prince and the Pauper. 

Harrison will shortly be going 
into rehearsal for a Broadway 
production of The Kingfisher, tak- 
ing the part played by oo- 
togenarian Sir Ralph Richardson 
In the West End. His partner will 
be Claudatte Colbert; the story Is 
about an elderly, aristocratic 
English couple who meet again 
"40 years later.” 

Undoubtedly, the highlight of 
Harrison's career waa his perfor- 
mance as Professor Higgins in My 
Fair Lady, opposite Julle An- 
drews.

One of the fow scholars 
of the subject in Isracl was the 
late Dr. Yona Malachy of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry's Chris- 
tlan Alfnirs Department and the 
Hebrew University's Institute of 
Contemporary Jewry. At his un- 
timely death in 1972, he left the 
munuseript of his study of four of 
these churches and their attitudes 
to Jews, Zionism and the State of 
Israel: thia has now been publlah- 
ed and throwa light on the 
different positions adopted by key 
fundamentalist churches. 

The churches In question are all 
pre-millenariang — 1.6... they 
believe in the Second Coming of 
Jesus, who will head the Kingdom 
of God on Earth for a thousand 
years before the millennium, dur- 
ing which many catastrophes will 
occur in the world. 

In their views on the Jewish peo- 
ple, they differ πα to whether the 
Jews are still the bearers of 
Divine Grace and Biblical 
Prophecy or whether these have 
paused to the Church. Their 
feclings about Zioniam and the 
State of Israe] are dictated by 
their stand on thea issues. But 
they all agree that for the People 
Israel, all roads lead to Jesus: 
some are prepared to put off the 
conversion of the Jews till the ind 
of Days and let time take its

When it did not materialise 
in Its expected form, he proclaim- 
ed that the opening of the Hebrew 


| Univoraity was the event foretold 


in the Bible. 

Internal changes in the move- 
ment in the 1980s led to a radical 
change in its approach to Jews 
and Judaism, The tone was now 
anti-Zionist. When Israel was es- 
tablished, the Jehovah's 
Witnesses regarded it as a state 
lke any other state, and when it 
joined the U.N., this was a clear 
indication that {t was under the 
authority of Satan. Jehovah's 
Witnesses (with over 400,000 
adherents in the U.8.; 60 in Israel) 
now believe that Lucifer is in full 
command of the Jewish people. 


Pentacostalists: The Pentacostal 
Assemblies (half-a-million mem- 
bers in the U.S) hold 
that while Jewish suffering is a 
penalty for the rejection of Jesus, 
the Land of Israel is still promised 
to the Jews. God will save His le 
and, with the Second Coming, the 
Jews will recognise Jesus as 
Messiah.

The 
author's credentials are ‘ten 
years 85 an international tour 
guide;"' this is no excuse for the 
Imprecise language he employs: 
“London is densely populated and 
Ife is very intense and active." 
The same applies to Calcutta or 
Lagos. Hach country mentioned is 
profaced with a few paragraphs 
about its history, economy, 
geography, etc.; there is nothing 
which is not to be found in a dozen 
other, already-published guides, 
though [ question whether a 
pocket calculator and a hair-dryer 
dre necesalties on a trip, as Mr. 
Har suggests. The 162-page book 
ls organized by itineraries, with 
bus numbers and train departure- 
times all included. There are 
gome apt observations though. 
Barcelona, for instance, is 
described as ‘'one of the most 
successful urban realizations in 
Europe,” 

Quite true, when you consider 
the sand castie-like sepia 
buildings, the row of cafes along 
the Ramblas, and the excellent 
bus and metro system. But this 
kind of perception is infrequent.

The emphasla ig on what to do and 
where to go to eat and sleep In the 
towns and road exchanges 
braiding Britain's highways. 
Though the map system {s con- 
fusing, the writing is brief and ex- 
tremely precise. 

The Good Hotel Guide, edited 
by Hilary Rubinstein (London, 
Jonathan Cape, 272 pp., £38.60) 
recommends 820 hotels ‘for the 
diacriminating traveller." These 
are reported on by satisfied 
customers. In the Israel aection, 
only three establishments have 
been included: 
Jerusalem, the Nof Ginossar, Kib- 
butz Ginogsar Guest House and 
the Rimon Inn In Safad.

Pitch and updated by Alec Israel 
(Jerusalem, Bazak Israel 
Guidebooks, 398 pp., $5.06), in- 
cludea sections on archaeology, 
the World Zionist Organization 
and the nation’s legal system 
among other such subjects, ab- 
sent from the other guidebooks. In

Pariah 


THE MAMIE PAPERS edited by 
Ruth Rosen & Sue Davidson. New 
Yark, The Feminist Press. 426 pp. 
No price listed. 


THIS IS a collection of letters 
written hy Mamie Pinzer, an im- 
poverished young Jewish woman 
from Philadelphia, to her friend 
and benefactor, Fanny Quincy - 
Howe of Boston, In the years 1911- 
1920. Fanny Howe was also a 
member of that class of 
Americans whose financial and 
social security permitted them 
time to devote their livea to ar- 
tistic, Mterary and humanistic 
pursuits. Although Mamie Pinzer 
and Fanny Quincy Howe were 
worlds apart and met only twice 
during thelr 12 years of cor- 
respondence, they came to 
respecl and admire cach other. 
Strangely enough it was only to 
Fanny Howe that Mamie Pinger 
could unburden and reveal 
heraclf. 

What makes this rolationship all 
the more bizarro Is that Mamie 
Pinzer was not tho "nice Jewish 
girl'' next door who lolled away 15 
hours a day in a sweat shop to cke 
out a starvation wage, but a 
woman whom circumatances had 
forced Into prostitution. By the 
{Ime she met Mrs, Howe, Mamie 
had been a morphine addict, and 
had lost one eye to what may have 
been vencreal disease. That she 
could overcome her life of 
degradation and misery and 
become a literate, sensitive and 
respectable human being was in 
no smat) measure due to the 
sustenance she gained from her- 
correspondence with Fanny 
Howe. ὶ 

Although It ts obvious that 
Mamie was at times emotionally 
manipulative, she was not a 
manipulative charity seeker. She 
would often ask for tinanclal ul¢ 
for others who were in even 
greater financial astraita than 
herself, Her own family treated 
her as a pariah, although they 
were quick to g¢ccept her generoai- 
tv when thev needed it. 


IT 18 apparent from the letters 
that Fannie Howe never 
attempted to make judgments 
about Mamie's moral or spiritual 
fe, in contrast to another mentor, 
a Mr. Walsh, who tried to In- 
fluence her to convert to 
Chriatianity. 

There was ἃ perlod when he sent 
Mamle $5.00 a week for her salva- 
tion. She accepted thia largesse 
with a sense of guilt, sometimes 
attempting to repay him and oc- 
enalonally, to square her con- 
selence, attending church on Sun- 
day. But although she had a very 
tenuous connection with Judalam, 
she tenaciously held on to her 
faith. 

Ironically, she looked with dis- 
dain at her fellow Jews, who in 
moat cases did not measure up to 
her notion of what constituted 
prbper social etiquette and com- 
portment. As for her own family, 
she considered mast of them to be 
boorish, crude, uncouth and a. 
superstitious lot, lumping most 
Jews into the selfsame pot. 

After a disastrous marriage toa 
non-Jew, Mamie obtained a 
divorce and married a childhood 
friend, Ira Benjamin, In 1917, 
After her second marriage, which 
obviously gave her the sense of 
gecurity, voth financial and 
emotional, that she so sorely need- 
ed, her letters to Fannie Howe 
became jesa frequent and finally

Rav Bariah of Holon is only one 
of several companies here produc- 
ing multi-bolt Jocks for entrance 
doora operated by a single key. 
Others include Akavish 
(Spideriock}, Rav Ζ' το οἱ (Multi- 
Arma), and T'manoon (Octopus}. 
But each of these {5 just a varia- 
tion on the Rav Barlah idea, 
though apparently sufficiently 
different to avold patent infringe- 
ment. 

In this article, the third in a 
series on protection against 
house-breaking, I shall concen- 
trate on Rav Barioh itself. It ia the 
largest, it was the firat — to the 
best of my information — and it {a 
the only onc supervised by the 
Israc] Standards Inatitute. Such 
supervision {s voluntary, and It ta 
to the company's credit that it hag 
submitted its products for auper- 
vision. 

Of course tho supervision cer- 
tifieate of the Institute ia no 
fuarantee that this lock is 
burgiar-proof — indeed, no one 
can guarantec this of any lock. 
Nor Js it permissible ta quote sec- 
Hons of the Institute's report out 
of context. But in very general 
terms, Rav Bariah saya the tests

ἢ THE TWO YOUNG men who

security and insurance men as to 


whether the multi-bolt system 
really affords more than just a 
psychological deterrent. Detrac- 
tors say that the extra protection 
is illusory if the central 
mechaniam 15 installed in a flimsy 
wooden door, especially when af- 
fixed in the centre, its weakest 
point. 

They claim that a good atrong 
blow to the central mechanism 
would smash the door and throw 
all four bolts out of place. It will be 
recalled from my earlier articles 
that many of our wooden entrance 
doors are sub-standard and nearly 
hollow inside. 

Rav Bartah, of course, . has 
answers to these charges. Dolev 
states categorically that “even 
the weakest door will: be 
strengthened threefold by the ad- 
dition of a Rav Barlah lock," and 
says the company haa done its 
own testa demonstrating this. 

Nor does he think the average 
burglar is going to try to smash

The Rav Barlah and 
the original door-lock can be fitted 
with matching cylinders which 
work on a alngle key. 

Rav Bariah stresses that its 
lock, to be effective as more than 
ἃ deterrent, must be kept locked 
on a regular basis when no one ia 
home, even in daytime hours. In 
fact, most burglaries in Israel 
take place during the day. 

Rav Bariah also stresses that 
many insurance companies in 
Israel have agreed to give policy- 
holders installing this lock 410 per 
cent reduction on their insurance 
premium — and the manufacturer 
gives a 10 per cent discount on the 
Rav Barlah Itseif. (For details, 
check with your insurance agent 
or with Rav Bariah, at 45 Sokolov, 
Holon, Tel. 03-851108.) 

At first blush, this would seem 
to be an endorsement of Rav 
Barloh by insurance experts. But 
this is not quite so. Most insurance 
agencies which I checked told me 
thelr interest ia in encouraging 
some type of adequate auxiliary 
locking, not necessarily Rav 
Bariah's. 


THE GENERAL MANAGER of 
Ararat Insurance Company, 
Avraham Rinot, for instance, told 
me that this firm made such a 
deal with Rav Bariah not because 
it is the only good lock but because 
it is a large reliable firm which 
offera 24-hour servicing of its 
locks all over the country. He was 
also impressed by Rav Bariah's 
willingness to make; a two-way 
deal with the insurance company 
— ie. a matching 10 per cent dis- 
count on the lock itself for Ararat 
policy holders. 

Bob Elenko, general manager 
at Goshen Insurance, says his 
company will givo a 10 to 15 per 
cent premium discount for any 
auxilary locking equipment on a 
home door which the company’s 
Inspectors pass as adequate. He 
also stressed a number of useful, 
simple security devices on other 
often-neglected points in a home, 
such as balcony and window 
shutters — a subject I shall leave 
for a future article. 

Aa for pricea of Rav Bariah, the 
firm admits that these are “ad- 
justed" upwards every few 
months, and the next price rise 
can be expected in September. 
Thoro are, however, broad 
categories of customers eligible 
for 10 per cent diacounta, in- 
cluding members of the defence 
and security forces, disabled 
veterans, bereaved families and 
quite a number of industries and 
Institutions whose works com- 
mittees have made discount 
arrangements with the lock firm.
